This is in response to your request dated April 21, 2019 under the Freedom of Information Act for 
access to a report titled “HIBEX Flight Test Report Vehicle D-3”. Your request was received in this 
office May 9, 2019 and logged in under number FOIA 19-34995. 

We have searched several series of records in our custody but we were unable to locate any 
information concerning your inquiry. We were hoping to find the records in the series “Reference 
Files on the White Sands Test Facility”, but they were not there. Generally, we do not have file level 
descriptions for these records, but rather series are arranged by department, office, or agency and 
thereunder by different subjects or classifications. 

We do not consider this response a denial under the Freedom of Information Act because we were 
unable to locate the records at our facility. 

If you are not satisfied with our action on this request, you have the right to file an administrative 
appeal in writing via regular U.S. mail or email. Your appeal should be received within ninety (90) 
calendar days from the date of this letter and it should explain why you believe this response does not 
meet the requirements of the Freedom of Information Act. Please address it to the Deputy Archivist 
of the United States (ND), National Archives and Records Administration, 8601 Adelphi Road, 
College Park, Maryland 20740.
